To have a_ contented 
settler It fs well that the conditions 
at the start should ve such as to 
commend themselves to the incomer, 
ana in no way can that be done 
better than to have efficient methods 
in regard to expeditious homestead- 
ing. Keéently, the Minister of the 
interfor has been strongly appealed 
to for the appointment of additional 
homestead inspectors, on the ground 
that there was great delay in secur- 
ing the proper operation of the Lands 
\ct in certain sections of the coun- 
try, because of the impossibility of 
getiing Inspections made as promptly 
as they should be made. The North- 
West Territories is a country of 
magnificent distances, and yet, ol 
late, settlers have been finding their 
way into practically every part. The 
homestead inspection and the  dis- 
tunces to be covered by the inspec- 
‘tors has been correspondingly in- 
creased, and ft is to meet the extra 
requirements that the additional in- 
spectors have been appointed.

It is to improve the conditions of 
the settler that the appointment of 
additional homestead inspectors is 
called for. The public service must 
be kept up to the highest standard 
of excellence, and the confidence of 
the settler, that he will not only get 
fair treatment, but prompt service 
at the hands of the officials of the 
Government, must be maintained at 
all hazards. In the early years the 
fact that the enforcement of law in 
the Territories was in the hands of 
the Mounted Police, gave heart to 
the settlers of that day to locate in 
places remote from civilization, and 
their confidence in the “riders of the 
plains” was not misplaced. Today, 
under easier conditions, the confid- 
ence of the settler in the good inten- 
tions of the Government, through ef- 
ficient “work by their officials, must 
be maintained, despite any objec- 
tions that may be made on the floor 
of Parliament by men who either do 
not Know the requirements of the 
West, or, from partisan motives, are 


unwilling that the hands of the Gov- 
jernment should be sustained in the
